Mr. Speaker took the chair at L' p. m. 
Prayer by Kev. Mr. Smith.

Mr. Urr moved the second reading of 
the above bill and remarked that a num- 
ber of the wealthiest and most prominent 
residents of Now Wostminater city and 
district sought incorporation in order to 
build a line of railway from the 4!)th pav- 
allelto .some point on the Canadian Pacitic. 
Such a roatl was necessary in order to 
iijien up a section of country through 
which it was ditUcultto make good roads 
on .iccount of the nature of the soil.: No 
"rant of land or money was required and 
he could see no objection to the bill pass- 
ing. 

Mr. Senilin thouglit chat further 
o.\|ilanatioii ahoiiUl be given with regard 
to tlie bill: possibly it miglit lie beyond 
the powe!' iif the house ti> deal witli it. 

lien. .Mr. .Sniilhe was of opinion th.it 
the bill iva.s of that iinpiatance that it 
ou^lit to bo thorouL;lily ventilat^d^nd the 
full pmlit and scope' of tire-'meaaiire 
should be ii iideratudd before the liou.se 
connnitted itsidf to the second reading. 
On the face uf it, il was a simple iitlair, as 
it would seem, nothing iiiireasouable, but 
when one considered iho circniiistances 
under which it was brought in it was dif- 
liciiU to shut one's eyes to the fact that 
danger to the most vital interests of the 
country might bo liirkiny just a little in 
the back ground. There appeared to be 
altogether inaullicienl trade in the ai;ri- 
cuUural district through w hicli it w ould 
l)ass to induce the clear heaiied biusiueas 
men whose names were attached to the 
bill as [iromotera, to invest with ally hope 
of prophet ao lar5,'e a sum as would be 
necesaary to purchaso the riylit of way 
and coiiiitrui;'. the railway, if it were to 
stop at the bouiular}' line. The idi'a 
niiiat be to ti.itond the line into Aiiieriean 
territory and thus connect Ihe Canadian 
Pacific with some port on I'liget Sound 
and it was iinpcrtaut that the effect whicH 
such a line and such a termirius to the 
Canadian I'licil'ic railway would have upon 
British Uulmubia should have (lie most 
serious considoral ion of the houae. In 
his opinion the oU'ecl wiuild l)e disastnuis. 
There wore at present two rival compan- 
ion hurrying to span the continent with an 
iron way and to reach a point or points 
on the Pacific seaboard, which would en- 
able them to bid for the trans Paciric 
trade, wliicli it was conlidently eMieeled 
would shoilly spring up and develop 
into immense proportions. Willi tho 
Oa«adian Paeitic Kaihvay having a ler- 
niiiiua in Puilish Columbia we might 
fairly expect to share that trade. V\ e 
might even expect with our advantage in 
point uf giadients lo <;et the better half 
of it, and that would pieaii the building 
up of a huge ami wedtliy coimneicial 
city with all its alteiuhmt advanto^es in | 
British Columbia. ^Hear, hear.) Ho 
woulc^ ask lion, members to consider, 
however, the possible injury to the coun- 
try if tho real terminus of the C. P. U. 
through tho instrumentality of this bill 
were allowed to bo fixed on Piiget .Sound. I 
Canadian Pncitio might be made su|)reuie, | 
with a terminus alonnaide uf tho Northern j 
I'acific terminus and with a shorter line 
and easier grades it would be in a position 
to outbid the .\niuiioaii lino for the trans- 
continental carrying trade tO'sach an ex- 
tent as to monopolize it. Tho traiis- 
Pacilic coiniiiercu would be si^cured, the 
Canadian railway would bo made an im- 
mense auccoss, an inimorKc power in these 
northern waters. Puget .Sound would be 
built up, the great coinmurcial town or 
towns of the Pacific coast would be there, 
and British Colmnhia would be left out in 
the cold. (Hear, hear. ) Tho long lines 
of cars would be seen to pass anil re[)as.s 
Now Weatiiiinstor to and from Piigot 
Sound and tho east; the Canadian Pacific 
v/ould bo built up and tho Canadian Pro- 
vince of British Columbia would bo run 
down. (Hear, hear.) He' pointed'; out the 
indifference on the part of the Canadian 
Syndicate as to where tho terminus might 
be in liriti.sli Colunibia. No eH'orl. wa.s 
made by them to get land at low prices 
which they would have in. their own 
power to make iiuiueusely valuable. 
There was good reason, no doubt, for 
their indifi'erence and inaction, and might 
it not bo fiiund in the fact that they 
knew the re;il torininus would be made by 
them on I'uget .Sound. Ho wished to 
draw the serious attention of the house to 
the aspect of the subject as he had pr<^- 
sented it, if there waa danger, now at the 
outset, was tho time to stay it; if thero 
was no danger no harm could eomo of 
thoroughly diaousaing it. (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Dunsinuir tool; praeiieally a differ- 
ent view of this i|Uostioii from the leader 
of the government, llu could see no ob- 
jection to the bill on (he ground that it 
would ultimatidy bueomo ft feeder to the 
Northern Paeilic. If tliero should beany 
danger of liritisli (.'ohiniliirLii trade beiii;; 
diverted south the Northern I 'acilic coiild 
be headed fjtl' by the eoii.si niction of a 
canal across from .•Mljoriii soino lo or I I 
miles lo the east coaat. Thia would secure 
trade most effectually and prevent com- 
merce being diverted from the C. P. K 
to the Northern I'acilic, provided that a 
steam feriy should be found iinpraoti- 
cable, aa some tlunii, acro.s.s the ijulf so as 
lo Illlike K.-npiiiiialt tho teriniiuis. It 
might bo argued that in aoino muasiiie 
this would interfere with tho intereata of 
Victoria, but it was a matter that he had 
long thought about and had purposed to 
bring in a resolution calling the atterttion 
of the Dominion to this important sub- 
ject. (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Mc'l'avish thought that under the 
I'. N. A. Act the house had n(i [i.,\vi.i to 
deal with this (juestion. He .was of opin- 
ion that if the act were passed it'Would 
be di.sallowed in Ottawa. A sufllcuMit 
miiiiber of bills had been disallowed in 
the past and he would not like? to see ,iiiy 
more of them meet with that fate. 

Hon. Mr. Robson ooiiHidered the is- 
sues raised by the lion, the leader of tho 
govornmont deserving of serious consider- 
ation. It appeared lo him, howuvur, that 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway had noth- 
ing to fear, but everything to gain by 
connection with the Northern I'acilic 
railway. The undoubted and immense 
advantages pos.sosscd over the latter by 
the former wore audi as to dispel all ap- 
prehension of injurious coiniiutil ion. It 
had been suggested that a line connect- 
ing the Canadian I'acilic with the North- 
ern I'acilic ill the iliroctioii for which the 
proaent franchiao was sought would tend 
to divert our trade and build up a com- 
mon terminus for both, on Puget Sound, 
to the great injury of British Columbia 
interests. The barrier to trade crossing 
the boundary imposed by international 
tariffs and cuatoma restrictions would be 
snflicieiit to prevent that; but evon if it 
were not so, an eilcctual remedy would be 
found ill the scheme so well suggested by 
the bon. the aeuior member fur Nanaimo. 



.iVa that hoti. gentleman had so forcibly 
pointed out, a canal of aoiuo thirteen or 
fourteen miles would let ships pass direct- 
ly to tho terminus of tho Canadian Paci- 
fic railway on Burrard Inlet via A.lberni 
canal, thus bringing our terminus much 
nearer the high sea than that of the 
.\orthern Pacihc railway, and at the same, 
time keeping clear of San .Tuan Islnna. 
.Such a canal would cost much lesss and 
answer a much more important purpose 
than any scheme for crossing the Strait 
of f!i!oryia by ineaiis of a steam ferry. 
Hut important aa such iaauea might be, 
they really had nothing to do with the 
tneasiire now before the houae, which 
uicriil." contemplated tho construction of 
a purely local und provincial railway, re- 
specting our constitutional rights to pass 
which he apprehended thero could bo no 
(|UC3tion. The province waa entering upon 
the railway era, and it would ill become 
the house to cast doubt upon or circum- 
scribe its own conatiiutional powers, in- 
to discouriige such enterpriaea aa the pre 
sent, lie therefore hoped the bill would 
receive the hearty support of the house. 

Mr. .-Armstrong could not see that tho 
reniiirka of the la.st a[)eaker had a.iy bear- 
ing on the question at isaue. Other eoin- 
paiiies were asking hundreds of tliou.saiiils 
of acres of land for building a railroad 
and here is a company willing to build a 
road and lliey did not asl; an aei e of land 
or a dollar for .so doint,'- I'liey simply ask 
the i ii;lit of way aiul lie hoped thai rinlit 
w (iiild be !,;raiited.

Mr. Dingwall could see many objee- 
tioiis to the bill, and would be oldiL;ed lo 
vole against it.
